Senator Chandler Deals 
in Apprehensions. 


Fears Mr. Gage’s Financial Plan 
\ Will Inflame Congress. 


Thinks He Sees the Republican 
Party Split Up. 


Does not like the Plan of the Sec- 
retary of the Treasury for Cur- 
rency Legislation—Says it is not 
Feasible to Retire Greenbacks. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Occ. 19.—Senator 
Chandler of New Hampshire has writ- 
ten a letter to the Washington Post, in 
which he says: 

“If the Secretary of the Treasury and 
his single gold-standard associates will 
cease their demand for impossible cur- 
rency legislation, Congress will pass 
the necessary appropriation bills; prob- 
ably take care of Hawaii and Cuba; 
there will be no serious party division 
during the session, and there will be 
an adjournment in May. Business will 
revive, the balance of trade will con- 
tinue in our favor, and the Republican 
party will, in November, 1898, elect a 


majority of the House in the fifty-fifth 


Congress. 

“On the other hand, if Secretary 
Gage continues to press upon Congress 
a bill, the object of which, he says, is 
first to commit the country more thor- 
oughly to the gold standard and the 
immediate result of which is to throw 
doubts upon the sincerity of the Presi- 
dent’s declarations in favor of contin- 
ued efforts to secure bimetallism, @ po- 


litical turmoil will arise in Congress. 


which will split the now united Repub- 
lican party into fragments, while it will 
unite and consolidate the now incon- 
gruous opposition. 

“It is not feasible to retire the green- 
backs. There is more probability that 
a bill will be sent to the President to 
increase their amount. It is not possi- 
ble to secure the passage through either 
House of a bill making the greenbacks 
into gold notes or authorizing bonds 
payable in gold. The effort to do either 
thing will probably result in the pas- 
sage of a bill for the redemption of the 
greenbacks in silver dollars, and for 
the payment of all United States bonds 
in gold or silver coin in the discretion 
of the President, who will be com- 
manded to exercise his option for the 
advantages of the government, and. not 
for the advantage of the creditors. 

‘With such an uproar in Congress as 
these proceedings will create, with cer- 
tain Congressmen embroiled therein: 
with Presidential vetoes, as threatened 
by Secretary Gage, under angry dis- 
cussion, it will happen that all busi- 
ness enterprises and funds and stocks 
will be disturbed, prices will fall, in- 
solvencies will increase and the Repub- 
licdns will lose the Congressional elec- 
tions in 1898 as disastrously as. they 
did in 1890, and beyond the hope of 
a favorable reaction in 1900, at which 
time, therefore, a Bryan Democrat 
President and Congress will be chosen. 

“Whether we tare to have one of 
these results—political safety—or the 
other—political destruction — depends 
entirely upon the course to be pursued 
by Secretary Gage and those who are 
pressing him forward, namely, the 
Gold-Standard League of New York 
and the self-constituted monetary con- 
ference. How much Secretary Gage 
cares for the Republican party is not 
known. Whether President McKinley, 
whose good faith toward bimetallism is 
coming to a test, will stop his Secre- 
tary is not known. It is to be hoped 
he will. But no political situation has 
been clearer than the present one is to 
sound eyes since the Republican party 
began its marvelous career forty-two 
years ago. There are times for all 
things. There is a time to move and 
a time to keep still, and now is the 
time to so ke : 

“It is simply political suicide for the 
Republican party in this Congress. to 
affirmatively open the discussion of the 
question and the bringing of yea and 
nay votes on currency legislation. We 
ought to await the progress of interna- 
tional bimetallism, the advent of busi- 
ness prosperity and the filling of the 
treasury by the normal workings, soon 
to be seen, of the new tariff law. Shall 
we wait for these things or rush on to 
self-destruction? President McKinley 
must decide. Will he act for his peo- 
ple or his plutocrats? Upon his an- 
swer will depend the events of 1898.

CRACKER TRUST. 


President 8. 8. Marion Saya the Cap- 
is Fifty-five Millions. 
[ASSOCTATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

PITTSBURGH, Dec. 19.—S.:S. Mar- 
vin, president of the VUpited States 
Bakery Company, returned from New 
York today an announced that the con- 
solidation of the three great crocker 
factories of the United Siates is now 
an assured fact. The deol has been 
practically ‘consummated, and the de- 
tails of organization alone remain to 
be settled. 

The capitalization of the combine, he 

says, will be $55,900,000, and it will be 

in operation by January 1, 1898. The 
three companies entering the trust are 
the New York Biscuit Company, the 

American Bakery Company and the 

United States Bakery Company. The 

latter is now capitalized at $5,000,000, 

while the other two are rated at $10,- 

000,000 each. 

Mr. Marvin says of the $55,000,000 
capital, $25,000.000 will he preferred 
stock, aud $30,000,000 common. The pre- 
ferred wil’ pe issued in shares of $100 
each. He says the great and primary 
object of tne combine is to invade the 
foreign marvets and open up an ontlet 
for the over production of bakeries in 
this country. Another object is to es- 
tablish a cimperative company, one in 
which the employés can have an op- 
porunity to have stock by saving ¢earn- 
ings in that way, instead of depositing 
them in banks. The location for tne 
headquarters has not yet been decided 
upon, but New York seems generally 
favored. 

A meeting of the companies will he 
held in a few days to elect officers 
and settle all details. 


EXECUTION OF RUIZ. 


OFFICIAL STATEMENT SAYS ROD- 
RIGUEZ ORDERED IT. 


Dispatch from Havana via Paris 
Says the Lieutcnant-Colonel 
Still Lives—Blanco’s Pians—En- 
gagement with Cubans, 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT NEPORT.] 


HAVANA, Dec. 19.—[By Central 
American Cable.] The official state- 
ment as to the execution by the insur- 
gents of Lieut.-Col. Joaquin Ruiz says 
he was:shot on Friday last by order of 
the insurgent commander, Alejandro 
Rodriguez. 

A Spanish detachment at Guamo, on 
the Cauto River, north of Manzanillo, 
in the province of Santiago de Cuba, 
was besieged, according to official ac- 
count, from November 8 to 20 last, and 
valiantly repelling the insurgents. On 
November 27 a fierce attack was made 
on the fort by a large body of insur- 
gents with two cannon. More than 
150 cannon shots made a sieve of the 
fort and destroyed a factory. Finally 
the insurgents got inside the wire fence 
around the fort and called upon the 
garrison to surrender. The garrison 
still refused to listen to the demand, 
and “with heroic pride continued the 
defense.’”’ 

The insurgents left twenty-six killed 
inside of the wire fence and @ quantity 
of arms and ammunition, which the 
garrison used, according to the official 
account, to prolong its desperate de- 
fense. 

Gen. Aldave, while reconnoitering in 
the neighborhood, found the bodies of 
the three other insurgents and many 
graves. 

During the siege and the attack on 
the fort the insurgents lost, it is offi- 
cially asserted, 200 killed and wounded. 
The garrison had only six killed and 
thirty-one wounded. But the fort was 
completely destroyed and the garrison 
was without water, with pestilence all 
around and only a little pork for food. 
Gen. Blanco will recompense the gar- 
rison for their losses. 


RUIZ LIVING. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


PARIS, Dec. 19.—A dispatch from 
Havana says that while the insurgents 
report the execution of ‘Lieut.-Col. 
Ruiz after court-martial, rumors are 
also current that he is still living.

Rodriguez. After several letters ex- 
changed between Ruiz and Aranguren, 
Ruiz left Havana on Monday to meéet 
Aranguren, not upon official mission, 
and only asa friend. It is not known 
how Rodriguez arrived, but the fact is 
that the leader ordered the shooting of 
both. The ferocity of such act and 
proceeding indicates better than any- 
thing else the faith in autonomy, the 
intransigeants: being obliged to resort 
to murder in order to prevent the dis- 
banding of their bands. Such is the 
general opinion and public opin’on 
unanimously qualifies such act as sav- 
age and unworthy.

TELLING HIS FRIENDS. 


Nevertheless, the Russian Explorer 
Hos not Failed to Obtain More 
British Arms—Plans to Seize 
Part of Egypt. - 


[BY DINUCT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 

LONDON, Dec. 19.—[Exclusive Dis- 
patch.] A man has been in T.ondon 
for a week who is destined {9 give 
England a vast deal of trouble. He 
is Count Leontieff, the Russian scien- 
tific explorer, who has been for seven 
years the trusted go-between for Rus- 
sia and Abyssinia. He has gained re- 
markable ascendancy in Abyasinia, 
and King -Menelek appointed him gov- 
ernor of the equatorial Abyssinian 
province nearest the Nile. Part of 
Leontieff’s plan is to extend the fron- 
tier to the Nile, by seizing territory 
long since claimed by England for 
Egypt. 

England holds this territory to be of 
vital importance. It used to we the 
custom to laugh at Leontieff as a 
mountebank, but he is recognized now 
as a man of great resources, courage 
and ambition, who is animated by 
hatred of everything British. His os- 
tensible business here was to remove | 
an embargo placed by London port 
authorities on cargoes which he had 
consigned to Abyssinia. Leonticeff has 
been in Birmingham, and arranged for 
more arms. He has now returned to 
Paris, and tells his friends he has 
been in England buying Bibles for 
the heathen. 


French Ideas Moderating. 
PARIS, Dec. 19.—The Due d’Orleans, 


resigned the position of Orleans repre- 
sentative in France, says: “French pub- 
lic opinion is returning to moderate 
conservative ideas. The Monarchists 
should not try to impede this salutary 
novement, inasmuch as what ought to 
e considered is not the immediate ap- 
arent advantage of party, but the 
igher interests of France.”

The Isieand Formerly a Leper Col- 
ony—Vessels Ordered to Keep 
Away—Senre Cnused by a 
Rumor—Bulletins to Paris, 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, Dec. 19.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The correspondent of the 
Herald writes from Cayenne, French 
Guiana, under date of November 23: 

“So much excitement has been 
raised in this colony of Cayenne and 
outside by the recent agitation in re- 
gard to the imearceration of Former 
Capt. Dreyfus, that it is now aimost 
treasonable to mention his name in 
this locality. The little coasting steam- 
ers and colonial clippers which oc- 
casionally called at Safety Islands in 
order to discharge provisions, have 
now been warned off, and no vessel 
whatsoever is allowed, to approach 
these islands nearer than a distance of 
fifteen cables. 

“Ile du Diable, the headquarters of 
the penitentiary administration of the. 
Safety Islands, was formerly a leper 
settlement. When Dreyfus was con- 
demned to life imprfsonment in @ 
strong place, Devil’s Island was the 
only spot which it was thought would 
hold him with any degree of security. 
The lepers were therefore removed, 
and a residence constructed for him. 
This residence is somewhat in the 
nature of a cage, the innermost depths 
of which can be viewed through a 
glass from the headquarters on Ile 
Royal, where the governor has his 
residence. Almost all the vegetation 
has been cleared off the island, so 
every point of it may be commanded. 
A battery of Hotchkiss guns is per- 
manently dressed, ready for action 
against any attempt at a rescue of 
the prisoner. On the first alarm of 
such an attempt, the orders are that 
Dreyfus is to be shot. 

“A year ago the report gained ground 
of Dreyfus’s- escape. Thousands of 
pounds were spent:in telegrams to as- 
certain if the report was true or incor- 
rect, and then. the Governor was Tre- 
called. Since then every day at stated 
hours the prisoner is obliged to appear 
outside his cage, and his existence is 
anrounced by telegraph to Paris. None 
of his guards, who are _ frequently 
changed, is permitted to hold any con- 
versation with him. Dreyfus is allowed 
to pay a convict to act as cook.

FIERCE FLAMES FLARED 


MERMOD & JACCARD JEWELRY 
COMPANY BURNED OUT, 


One of the Hottest Fires in the An- 
nals of St. Louis—Engineer Rut- 
ledge and Family Dragged Out 
by Firemen. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


ST. LOUIS, Dec. 19.—A fire started 

in the basement of the building occu- 
pied by the Mermod & Jaccard Jew- 
elry Company, at the corner of Locust 
and Broadway early this morning, and 
in an almost incredibly short time the 
five-story building was completely 
gutted. The total loss will reach $335,- 
000, fully covered by insurance. 
» The fire had been burning some time 
before it was discovered at 4:40 o’clock, 
and at 5 o’clock the south wall and all 
the floors began falling, making it one 
of the fiercest fires in the annals of the 
city. Next to the boiler room in the 
basement was a room used for packing. 
It is thought the fire started in the 
boiler room, communicated to the pack- 
ing room, and shooting up the elevator 
shaft, quickly spread over the building. 
W. A. Rutledge, the engineer, and his 
family, lived omthe fourth floor. They 
barely escaped with their lives. The 
firemen dragged them unconscious from 
their beds and carried them down the 
fire escapes. Five minutes later the 
floors fell. Several other tenants in 
the building had narrow escapes, 

The Mermod & Jaccard Jewelry Com- 
‘pany was one of the largest in the 
world and, it being Christmas season, 
carried an immense stock. One-half of 


rest, as well as the building and its 
fixtures, was totally destroyed. 

The Mermod & Jaccard Company oc- 
cupied but two floors and the basement 
of the structure. In the fifth floor was 
the repair shop. A large amount of the 
repair work had been finished, and 
most of it was saved by the salvage 
corps. The corps also saved a dozen 
or more “grandfather clocks,” ranging 
in value from $500 to $1800 each, and 
many old Vienna vases and valuable 
pieces of pottery. The silverware, 
melted by the heat, will be found un- 
der the debris of fallen timber. On 
the first floor, left out of the vaults, 
were clocks, silverware, china, art pot- 
tery, cut-glass ware and other articles, 
all of which will be a total loss. There 
were over forty tenants in the build- 
ings, whose loss range from $500 to 
$4000, partially insured. 

The Model Cloak Company in the 
northeast corner of the building was 
wiped out, sustaining a loss of $50,000, 
on which there is an insurance of 
three-fourths. 

At 7 o’clock the stockholders of Mer- 
mod & Jaccard are holding a meeting 
and considering arrangements for open- 
ing up in temporary quarters. 

The firm carried insurance amount- 
ing to $400,000, which, if the stock in 
the vaults is found intact, will amply 
cover the loss sustained. The building 
was owned by the estate of the late 
Luther M. Kennett, but was under 
lease to the Mermod-Jaccard Com- 
pany. The firm estimates the value of 
the building at $125,000, upon which 
there was an insurance of $105,000. 

Late tonight the burned-out firm de- 
cided to continue business, and tomor- 
row will take possession of the store 
and stock of another leading jeweler 
of this city which they have bought. 
The firm ithat goes out of business is 
that of A. Lutzborn & Sons. 


POTTERS’ WAGES. 


An Advance not of so Much Im- 
portance as Modifications.

Minister Wad Ting Fang Has Hopes 
That Capital Will be Invested 
in Railway Butiding.

ARMY AND NAVY ARE OPEN. 


HE WOULD HAVE OUR OFFICERS 
SUPPLANT EUROPEANS. 


Consul-General Goodnow Takes the 
Other Side—No Opening for 
White Labor or. Money Un- 
less Conditionally. 


[RY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] Minister Wu _ Ting 
Fang, the diplomatic representative: of 
China in the United States, is using 
every means in his power to induce 
Americans to become interested in de- 
veloping the resources of his country. 
Several companies are now putting 
money into railway and manufactur- 
ing projects in the Orient, he said 
today, and he had hopes that other 
corporations would secure concessions 
which would result in their making 
large investments. 

While this feature is being made 
paramount, it is understood that there 
is another plan in the mind of the 
Minister, which may have a _  far- 
reaching effect on the future of China. 
The fact that the Chinese army and 
navy has been reformed under the 
officers has 
given to Emperor William a great dd- 
vantage, in that every resource and 
the entire capacity of China for de- 
fense is known to Germany. 

Minister Wu is now ready to 
‘strongly advocate the supplanting of 
the European influence in the army 
and navy with Americans, by securing 
the officers of all arms of the service 
to enter Chinese employment and re 
habilitate the defensive forces. | 


RUSSIA AND GERMANY. | 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


LONDON, Dec. 20.—Telegrams from 
all the continental capitals show that 
Russia’s step at Port Arthur is re- 
garded as tantamount to a permanent 
occupation and a reply to Germany’s 
action. <A well-informed St. ~Peters- 
burg correspondent says there was no 
agreement between Russia and Ger- 
many, and the latter simply warned 
Russia when the occupation of Kiao- 
chau was already decided upon. 

The Novoe Vremya pretends . that 
Japan has not cause for complaint, 
“since China is only giving the same 
‘shelter to Russian ships as Japan had 
hitherto so kindly afforded.’’ 

This view is not held in Berlin, where 
the papers are already talking of the 
possibility of Prince Henry having to 
shake his mailed fist at Japan, that is 
supposed to be secretly backed by 
England. Some of the Berlin papers 
express anxiety, but most of them wel- 
come the news from Port Arthur, as 
justifying the German position at 
Kiaochau, if not as actual evidence 


together. 

Curiously enough, Emperor William 
visited the Russian Ambassador Fri- 
day night on his return from Kiel, os- 
tensibly to congratulate him on the 
name-day of Emperor Nicholas. The 
visit lasted one hour. There is no 
doubt now that the Emperor and Am- 
bassador discussed Chinese affairs. 

The Paris papers, without pretending 
to be deceived by Russia’s innocent ex- 
planations, are pleased with the action 
of the ally of France. The burden of 
Viennese comment is what will Eng- 
land do. 

The British fleet now in Chinese 
waters consists of one ironclad, nine 
cruisers and eighteen men-of-war. 


CONSUL-GENERAL’S WARNING. 
No Employment for American La- 
bor—Ambitious Projects. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 19.—The first 
report to the State Department from 
United States Consul-General Good- 
now, at Shanghai, contains a warning 
to American railroad men not to go to 
China for employment. Says he: “The 


comes here without a definite contract 
of employment with some reputable 
firm made before he leaves America. I 
must advise United States railway em- 
ployés that there is at present no mar- 
ket for their labor in China, and should 
more roads be constructed there will 
be a market only if these roads are 
built by Americans.”’ 

The Consul-General says he has had 
many -inquiries from Americans as to 
the chance for employment in China, 
so he describes the small Chinese rail- 
road systems to show the hopelessness 
of looking in that direction for work. 
There are only two railways in opera- 
tion, with a total mileage of 293% miles. 
They employ only twenty-seven for- 
eigners, of whom four are engineers, 
and the managers and division super- 
intendents. The operatives are prac- 
tically all Chinese, and a_ foreigner 
cannot compete with them. The high- 
est-salaried natives are the telegraph 
operators at $40 per month?:- Engineers 
get $20 to $30, and train hands and 
trackmen $6 to $10 per month. All of 
this is in Mexican silver, worth 44 cents 
gold on the dollar. The roads are pay- 
ing 15 per cent. dividends. 

Another road is under construction 
from Shanghai to Woo Sung, fourteen 
miles, and Chinese are doing all of the 
work, and on December 18 the first sod 
was turned on the projected road from 
Hankow to Peking, the completion of 
which depends upon the success of the 
Belgian syndicate in floating its loan. 

Mr. Goodnow recounts the ambi- 
tious schemes of Director Sheng of the 
Imperial railways to create a vast sys- 


tem of railways in Centrat China, —and- 


incloses a map showing the projects. 
Be says Sheng’s plan is to build these 
roads, as money can be borrowed out- 
side of China. He proposes to couple 
with the railway loans a government 
loan of $80,000,000 to pay the balance 
of the Japanese war indemnity. In 
this way the option of building 
Chinese roads would be held out tothe 
parties taking the government loan, 
and the support of foreign governments 
for the government would be secured 
by allowing the syndicate to furnish all 
the material and skilled labor needed 
for the railroads. . 
Mr. Goodnow points out that under 
‘these conditions there will be no: mar- 
ket for American railway material or 


labor, unless Americans furnish the 
money to build the railways.

EULOGY ON GEORGE. 
William Lloyd Garrison Addresses 
the Ethical Society. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 19.—William 
Lloyd Garrison, the well-known Bos- 
ton reformer, addressed the Ethical So- 
ciety today on the life, character and 
work of Henry George, whom he char- 
acterized as one of the greatest men 
of all time. He said in part: “Never 
did kings of old fight more valiantly to 
win back the Holy Land from the 
Saracen than did Henry George to win 
his country from pauperism. Long 
after we are gone, men will contem- 
plate, from varying points of view, 
this Alpine peak of moral force. The 
sunset of the nineteenth century will 
presage with added glory the coming 
of the twentieth, because he lived, 
thought and wrote.”’ 

The speaker briefly rehearsed the 
main facts of Henry George’s earlier 
life, and said it was while he was in 
California in its turbulent and primi- 
tive period, that his great work, ‘‘Prog- 
ress and Poverty,” grew upon his hands 
and eventually came forth like a reve- 


lation. 
Garrison referred to Herbert 


Mr. 
Spencer’s rebuff of George, “whom-he 
should have welcomed as the brightest 
og in his diadem,” and, continuing, 
said: 


“When it became manifest that 
‘Progress and Poverty’ was the bugle 
blast of one deeply in earnest, the bat- 
tle raged. George’s demand that the 
immediate restoration of land to those 
A were starving by its misappropria- 

ion was a heresy not to be tolerated. 

For vested rights and privileges were 
endangered by such teachings. Land 
owners were stirred to their moral 
depths and cried out ‘Robber.’ 

“The whole scheme of taking land 
values only was decreed to be a scheme 
of spoliation. ‘Progress and Poverty’ 
was constantly refuted, but it con- 
stantly refused to stay so. Its validity 
is remarkeble, and it will not down.” 

Concluding, he said: “His participa- 
tion in the New York municipal m- 
paign was not aie prudential step; 
neither was the raid of John Brown 
on Harper’s Ferry, but’ in the good 
times coming it will be granted that 
Henry George has made his statue 
place in Time’s walhalla.’”’

CAR HITS A TRAIN.

Collision with the Runaway Coach

DENVER, Dec. 19.—A special to the 
Rocky Mountain News from Castle 
Rock, Colo., says that at 7:30 o’clock 
tonight a wreck occurred at a point 
two miles north of Castle Rock on the 
Rio Grande, in which thirty-three were 
injured, one or two perhaps fatally. 
The wreck was the result of a colli- 
sion between a south-bound passenger 
train and a runaway chair car which 


started from Castle ck, having 
broken connections with the rest 
of the train. The car was 


not part of a passenger train, but 
contained about fifty of the men who 
have been employed in the vicinity, 
lately laying rails on the Rio Grande.

American Bicycles in England. 


In spite of the inborn prejudice of 
the average Englishman against the 
products of nations other than his 
own, the bicycle trade of American 
manufacturers in Great Britain has 
grown with tremendous strides dur- 
ing the past two years. From tables 
compiled by the government it is 
shown that our increase in this par- 
ticular branch has been greater than 
in any other department of our ex- 
port commerce. The exports of bi- 
cycles from American ports to Great 
Britain during the fiscal year ending 
May 31, 1896, amounted in value to 
$321,000. The value of bicycle ex- 
ports for the corresponding year end- 
ing May 31, 1897, reached the sur- 
prising figure of $2,082,000. The mean- 
ing of that jump of almost 700 per 

_in_tone year is  unmistak- 
able, particularly when it 
into consideration that only high-grade 
machines can be marketed success- 
fully in England. The chief reason 
for this remarkable development is 
the fact that American manufacturers 
have greatly lessened the cost of and 
largely increased their output by the 
employment of automatic machinery, 
while with very few exceptions the 
British makers stick to the old meth- 
ods of hand labor. Certain bicycle 
parts are being turned out by Ameri- 
can factories by the thousand, while 
the British are content with single 
pieces, made laboriously and expen- 
sively by hand. The machine-made 
product of the Americans is infinitely 
superior in that each piece must needs 
be perfect, and all parts are inter- 
changeable.

W. B. S. asks if a testator can, some 
years after executing his will, prepare 
an independent document referring to 
the will, its bequests, etc., and his mo- 
tives actuating him in the distribu- 
tion of his estate for the purpose of 
supplying evidence in support of the 
will, in case it should fe contested. If 
so, what should be the method of 
executing it to make it admissible as 
evidence in the Probate Court. Such 
a document, unless in terms it was 
made a part of the will, would not be 
of any value, but the restator by re- 
affirming his orginal will. referring to 
it in terms and quoting it at length, 
together with his reasons for making 
it, would give a very strong presen- 
tation of his continued intentions, and 
as the question of gntention alone, 
without undue influence, as would ma- 
terially impair the judgment of the 
testator, governs the construction of 
a will the document, while not 
strictly evidential, Would be equally 
as effectual as al te it was. 


E. M., in a communication, asks 
“If I open a road across my own land 
and for my own use, sucn a road not 
having been demanded by the Super- 
visors, and I paying the expenses of 
building and maintenance, am 1 barred 
from closing the road at any time, and 
can I keep it from becom:ng a public 
road by right of user by putting on 
the road a sign that it is private 
property?” Such a sign would be no- 
tice. to the world that tne license for 
using the road was revocable at any 
time, and the public would acquire no 
rights whatever by reason of its use, 
‘although without such a notification 
they would acquire such rights. 


| Taxpayer asks: “Is there any law by 


which a public hospital that is a char- 
' tered institution can be prevemted from 
being built in a populous residence dis- 
trict of this city? The project com- 
templates a hospital of forty beds or 
more and even the report of it is de- 
preciating property in every direction.” 
A public hospital is a public necessity, 
but it cannot be used so as to unnec- 
eesarily in.erfere with private rights or 
effect the value of private property. It 
has been held in a large number of 
cases that under certain  circum- 
stances hospitals were nuisances and 
their removal has been compelled. The 
courts have enjoined the ringing of 
church bells, they have enjoined hom- 
iny mills, glass works, soap works, 
butchering establishments, packing- 
houses, #@rtilizer-manufacturing con- 
cerns, and other entirely legitimate 
business. religious and charitable en- 
terprises as endangering the comfort 
of the people. Thera is not enough 
information contained in this commu- 
nication concerning the surroundings of 


cathedra opinion as to whether or not 
the building can be enjoined. It may 
be that the site selected is 
which is so decidedly advantageous for 
hospital purposes that the rights of 
the surrounding property holders must 
be subordinated to the public good. If, 
however, those property-owners can 
show conclusively that without sacri- 
ficing its utility as a hospital it can 
be placed where it is less detrimental 
to private interests, the court would 
probably compel its removal to such a 
location. No citizen wants a hospital 
next door to his home and if it is only 
a question as to whether one section or 
another shall be injured, no court 
would interfere. 


S.M. asks: “If a married woman dies 
leaving children, how does the law dis- 
pose of her property purchased with 
money left her by her parents? Could 
she will it as she pleased?” Such 
property constitutes her. separate es- 
tate and if she dies intestate it de- 
ecends to her children. She hasa right 
to distribute it by will as she pleases. 


K.G.R. wants to know the difference 
between a lodging-house and a room- 
ing-house that has rooms for light 
house-keeping. A lodging-house is like 
a hotel, bound to receive all respecta- 
ble persons who apply for lodging and 
are willing and able to pay therefor. 
The lodgirg-house is governed by the 
law relating to inn-keepers. A house 
that rents rooms for light house- 
keeping is not of a public character, 
and the relations between the propri- 
etor of such house and the occupants 
are governed by the law relating to 
landlord and tenants. 

J. A. H. says: “About eight years 
ago in Minneapois a man named W. 
J. H—. invented a locomotive and 
sold thousands of dollars worth of 
stock and a company was formed for 
the manufacture of the locomotives. 
The same individual now hailing from 
New York, succeeds in obtaining a new 
patent for the same locomotive. Can 
he, by making some new improvements 
or changing his place of residence, 
make ithe stock he formerly sold 
worthless?” Having once formed a 
stock corporation and sold his patents 
to that company, the stockhoders 
therein can, if he has not already as- 
signed his patent, compel him to do so 
and if the improvement is merely 
technical in its nature and made for 
the purpose of frauding those to 
whom he sold ck, a court of equity 
would compel him to transfer that also, 
If the improvement is a radical one, he 
would be entitled to the benefit of the 
new patent, but the old one would still 
belong to the stock company. 


D. asks: “Would the following clause 
if placed in a mortgage on real estate 
in California be perfectly legal and en- 
forced by our courts? ‘In case of suit 
to collect the debt hereby secured the 
mortgagee or assigns may take immg- 
diate possession of said land and ac- 
count only for the net profits thereof. 
Said taking possession shall in no way 
i°retard collection or foreclosure.’” Any 
contract that is not against public 
policy or contrary to the usury la‘vs 
or other express statutes is good be- 
tween @ mortgagor and a mortgagee.

The fact that a man 
owns a spring does not give him a 
right to a running stream flowing out 
of the spring. Otherwise it might be 
possible for a man who owned the 
source of a large river to divert ite 
entire course by simply changing the 
course of the stream as it flowed from 
the spring. The courts would sustain 
Whit’e contention. 


G. S. owns a farm, the description 
of which tin his deed calls for a cere 
tain lake as the boundary upon one 
Side, the lake at one time being two 
miles Ing and one mile wide. It was 
‘in the center of a large tract granted 
by the government to the correspond- 
ent’s grandfiather, who has now dis- 
posed of all of it, the deeds in each 
case calling for the lake as a boundary 
line. Owing to the clearing off of for- 
ests, and other causes, the lake has 
now gone dry and the correspondent 
wants to know whether the various 
grantees hold to what was formerly the 
water edge of the lake er to its cen- 
ter. In the latter case he would be 
entitled to a very large tract of land 
very fertile in character, which is 
now claimed by no one. A deed which 
has a lake or a river as one of its 
boundary lines only calls for ordinary 
low water mark. If the lake or stream 
is navigable, the United States governe 
ment, in making a grant of land in- 
cluding such stream or lake within its 
boundaries, does not pass title to the 
water. In. case of streams or lakes 
that are not navigable, the grantor 
from the government in case they be- 


come dry, takes title to the land they © 


formerly occupied. In .this instance 
the grantee from the g 
owned the lake and as he only gave 
title in the deeds he executed, to the 
boundary of the lake the land belongs 
to him that has become uncovered and 
not to the grantees. .

A DIELEIIC THEORY. 

The public is beginning to 
more and move attention to the im- 
pertant subject of hygiene. No arti- 
cles that appear in the papers are 
more avidly perused by a large propor- 
tion of readers than those which deal 
with the subjects of diet, and bath- 
ing, and exercising, and clothing, and 
other features of daily life which are 
classed under the head of hygiene. In 
this country and in England there 
are quite a number of monthly publica- 
tions which make a specialty of the 
subject. There is an old English 
adage which says that “Every man is 
a fool or a physician at 40.” This is 
a somewhat “coarse and brutal way” 
of putting it, but it is certainly true 
that the man of average intelligence, 
on reaching middle age, should have 
at least as correct a conception of the 
peculfarities and requirements of his 
own physical being as is possesed by 


devote 


the first. graduate .of a medical col- 


lege who may be called in to aid him 
in case of sickness, while by a little 
study of the A.B.C. of nature’s laws 
he may be able to obviate the neces- 
sity of calling for a physician, except 
in critical or complicated cases. 

A theory in regard to diet which 
has, during the past few years, at- 
tracted much attention, and secured 
many adherents in this country and 
jin England, is of a somewhat start- 
ling nature, viewed from the stand- 
point of what has been since the 
earliest days of history. It is nothing 
less than the assertion that our daily 
bread, for which we are taught to 
pray, instead of being the “staff of 
life.” is more properly the “staff of 
death.” This doctrine has led to the 
establishment of a hygienic school, the 
members of which call themselves 
“fruitarians,” to distinguish them 
from the vegetarians, whose tenets are 


entirely different: for while the main- 


stay of the vegetarian dietary is 
whole meal bread, the fruitarians dis- 
the leading 
feature of their menu being fruits, 
dried. fresh -and preserved, and nuts. 
to which are added cheese, salads and 
eggs, while meat is recommended to 
those who are not yet ready to adopt 
the dietetic system in its entirety. 

The fundamental idea of this doc- 
trine of diet is that the solid earthy 
matter found in bread and cther 
starchy foods, by gradual accumula- 
tion in the body, brings on ossifica- 
tion, rigidity, and decrepitude, and 
that death is principally caused by the 
deposit of phosphate of lime or bone 
matter, carbonate of lime or common 
chalk and sulphate of lime or plaster 
of paris, with occasional magnesia and 
other earthy substances: also that 
starchy food is mainly digested, not 
in the first stomach, but in the in- 
testines, and that such food is for this 
reason more difficult of digestion and 
therefore less healthy, |

choice of food, which was in accord- 
ance with the theory above outlined. 

Should this system of dietary come 
into general adoption, it is easy to see 
that it would be fraught with  far- 
reaching results, extending beyond the 
field of hygiene. The grain fields of 
the world would be transformed into 
orchards and pasture fields, and among 
other things, the fruit industry of Cal- 
ifornia would experience a veritable 
boom. However, it is unlikely that 
we shall witness any sudden change 
of this description. Meantime, it must 
be admitted that there appears to be 
a germ of truth at the bottom of this 
theory, which is worth following up. 
Because mankind has been feeding 
mainly on grains for thousands of 
years since the period when fruits and 
nuts, with an occasional wild animal 
slain by a rock or club, formed the 
dietary of our prehistoric ancestors, it 
does not altogether follow that grain 
is the ideal food of man. It would be 
as reasonable to argue that murder is 


a necessary concomitant of human ex- 


istence, because murder has been more 
or less in vogue since the days of Cain.

Central Truths, ~ 


EV. C. W. WENDTE spoke yester- 

day morning at the Church of the 

Unity, on “Where to Place the 
Emphasis.” He said: “The central 
truths of religion are few in number 
and are to be found in all systems of 
faith and worship. Every historic re- 
ligion has taught the great doctrine 
of God, salvation, human accountabil- 
ity, virtue and immortality. But not 
with the same emphasis or in the same 
proportion. Each of them hae laid stress 
on one or the other doctrine more than 
the rest, and in this particular empha- 
sis lay its characteristic feature, the 
genius of its form of faith. The ancient 
Egyptians made belief in the hereafter 
the essential features; the ancient He- 
brews practically ignored the life to 
come. Christianity laid stress on the 
fatherhood of God, a sentiment also to 
be found in the Old Testament, but 
with no such tender and forceful insis- 
tence. The early church emphasized 
pious works, the Protestant reformers 
inward faith. Calvin and his school held 
dogmatic correctness superior to per- 
sonal righteousnesse In our day the 
spirit is beginning to reassert itself, 
and the expansive power of reverent 
free-thought is transforming Chris- 
itianity. We perceive that life, growth, 
and progress in religian, can only come 
through continual changes of emphasis. 
Once dogma was supreme, today we 
hold that if man is to be saved; that is, 
accepted of God, it must be through 
sincerity to his inmost convictions, 
united with an upright character and a 
holy, helpful life. Religion can only 
survive if it becomes predominattingly 
moral and spiritual. The gospel of Je- 
sus places the emphasis on the dispo- 
sitions and deeds rather than the opin- 
ions of men. Christ’s mission on earth 
was not so much to tell us what to 
believe, as how to live, and» here, 
again, He did not seek to prescribe our 
every act, but to show us in what 
spirit to live, on which side to throw 
the emphasis of our personal influence 
and endeavor, He appeals to us with the 
moving eloquénce of a good example 
to enlist in the service of truth and 
righteousness, love and peace, to tes- 


tify and strive—and, if need be, die— 


for the uplifting of mankind.” 

In conclusion the speaker paid @ sin- 
cere tribute to Mrs. Sarah B. Cooper, 
the mother of the kindergartens in 
California, as one whose personal em- 
phasis was laid on righiteousness, love 


and service.

Ageless Qualities, 
ESTERDAY,morning at the First 
Presbyterian Church, the Rev. 
Burt Estes Howard took his 

theme from John xii, 25, “He that 

dearly loves his life, destroys it: and 
he that hates his life in this world, 
preserves it unto life age-abiding.” In 
brief, Mr. Howard said: / 

“This is a single passage taken 
from a number of similar utterances 
of the Master on the same theme. It 
is a definite contrast between selfish- 
ness and unselfishness. The idea is 
simply this, that the man who is 
intent on his own selfish advantage 
and benefit, is by that very selfishness 
destroying what he is attempting to 
conserve. 

“On the other hand, the man who 
is actuated by motives that do not 
end in himself, the man who regards 
his life as a means toward the de- 
velopment of a higher purpose and a 
wider plan, and as the husbandman 
scatters the seed, so plants his life 
out in helpful service for men; that 
man will find that what he has flung 
into the life of his times shall come 
back to him in terms of a divine 
manhood, in terms of a soul builded 
out of qualities that are ageless. 

“The chief end of man seems to be, 
in the minds of us Christians, to in- 
sure our own personal safety and re- 
ward in the world to come. The bur. 
den of the invitation rrom the pulpit 
has been to come and be saved, and 
in every case the method: by which 
this benefit was to be obtained was 
purely individualistic. The man was not 
to save himself by being self-sacrificing 
andaltruistic, but he was to be self-sac- 
rificing and altruistic, as evidences 
that he was already a saved man, 
and it is at this point where we have 
made one of the most serrous blunders 
in our idea of the root of Chris- 
tianity. 

- “Christianity is not, primarily, a 

dogma or a system of faith. It is a 

principle of divine life, and a method 


of divine living. ‘ The individualistic | 


view or conception, makes the mat- 
ter of salvation to consist of an es- 
cape, not so much from our sins, as 
from the penalty of them. Now, it 
does not require any inspired percep- 
tion to see that this sort of a view 
of religion falls wholly out of line 
with the principle so often laid down 
by the Master, and so emphatically 
exemplified in His own life—that sel- 
fishness in any form is destructive of 
the finer and diviner qualities of a 
man’s soul. 

“Jesus did call men to salvation, but 
in what manner did He call them? 
Was His cry, ‘Come and secure bene- 
fits and rewards for yourselves?’ or 
was it not this ‘Come and follow me?’ 
The mere securing of religious expe- 
rience and the mere acqurring of spir- 
itual development, is not an end in 
itself. The man is to become spirit- 
ually mature, and mighty, in order to 
become powerful in service. 

“Eternal life is first of af a quality 
of life, and not a quantity of life, and 
what Jesus is saying in this text of 
ours is, that the man ‘who is self- 
seeking and individualistic in his re- 
ligion or in other things, is missing 
the very thng that will give to him 
the quality of eternalness. The 
churches should not represent little 
groups of the saved, but groups of 


saviors.”’ 


Universalism of Nature. 


EV. A. A. RICE, pastor of the 
Universalists, took as his subject, 
“The Universalism of Nature; 
Proof from External Law,” from the 
text, Leviticus, xi, 46-47: “‘To make a 
difference between the unclean and the 


clean is the law of every Creature thar 


moveth.” In brief he said: . 
“These words reveal two important 
laws of nature: the first or lesser, that 
every creature’ has power to. distin- 
guish between the unclean and the 
clean, and the second, or greater, that 
there exists the unclean and the clean 
to be distinguished. Regarding the 
former of these laws it must be noted 
that not only the animal is able to per- 
ceive what is physically impure or 
pure, but man, who is more than an an- 
imal, has power to distinguish between 
moral and spiritual corruption and 
purity, for he was made to know good 
and evil. As respects the second, we 
observe that while nothing’ in itself in 
nature may be said to be unclean, yet 
in its relation to the sentient world of 
animals and men there is no law that 
is greater. The infinite and eternal 
law of right is an ever-present force, 
and takes precedence of all others. On 
this depends the equilibrium of both 
the physical and spiritual spheres. 
“How may this basis of all life be 
regarded as touching the destiny of 
man? What is its word for man’s sal- 
vation? First, that it exists as the 
great drive wheel of the machinery of 
life would indicate its complete vic- 
tory. Will not man be caught in its 
great current of righteousness? Sec- 
thet map especialy. of all area. 


tures, is made capable of recognizing 
good and evil, is a cheerful indication 
full of meaning. If man were morally 
blind he could not be saved; third, the 
fact that man has the closest relation 
to this, nature’s greatest law, surely 
shows that he is one’ of its most im- 
portant objects and cannot become its 
exact opposite in character. , 

“His relation is one which creates 
part of this law; for instance, if man 
were not in existence, there would be 
no occasion for the ten great com- 
mandments. If, then, his existence is 
necessary in the making of the law, 
how can he be lost? His less would 
entail loss of the law also. Finally, the 
whole argument is strengthened  be- 
cause the means and the end are of like 
character, the great law ‘and the sal- 
vation are both moral in nature.”

Watching Christ. 

T THE Central Presbyterian 

Church yesterday the communion 

of the Lerd’s supper was adminis- 
tered. AS a communion theme, the 
Rev. J. R. Jones spoke on “Watching 
Christ on the Cross.’”’ The introduc- 
tion was a vivid description of the 
crucifixion, of the darkened heavens, 
of the awe and fear of the Roman, 
of the fanatical hell of the Jews, of the 
mingled love and fear of the dis- 
ciples, and of the figure on the central 
cross, the Lamb of God, bearing the 
sin of the worla: In prief, Mr. Jones 
said: ‘All subsequent history is an 
unfolding of this scene. In watching 
Christ on the cross, she world has 
been following these Roman soldiers. 
For Him the heart of a redeemed 
humanity has been beating; toward 
Him all eyes have turned. The cross 
with the principles and institutions 
that cluster around: it, with the love 
that hallows it, and the men whose. 
inspiration flows from it, is the central 
illumination of human life. Only in 
its light can history be read, and at 
its foot does life find its highest and 
choicest meaning. Amid the feverish 
haste and restless ambition of this 
world, how uplifting to sit down and 
watch Him there. This, art, literature, 
philosophy, national and social life 
have been doing. Outside of the 
Cross of Calvary, the riusterpieces of 
art of the middle ages cannot be 
understood. All that is pure and per- 
manent in literature come from Christ: 


His spirit has breathed on the dead 


bones of literary art; they are arisen, 
and life, power and beauty hallow 
their days. 

“Philosophy, with its aark question- 
ings and its ‘laming walls of the uni- 
verse,’ its data concerning man, and 
its obstruse speculations conesrning 
God, through the light of the cross 
penetrates the gloom of earthly ex- 
istence, and by watching Him sees all 
of God and the marvelous destiny of 
man.

A Christmas Sermon. 


EV HUGH K. WALKER preached 

a Christmas sermon yesterday 

morning, using as his text, Mat- 
thew ii, 1: “‘Now when Jesus was born 
in Bethlehem of Judea in the days of 
Herod, the King, behold there came 
wise men from the east to Jerusalem.”’ 
After describing the visit of these rep- 
resentatives of eastern wisdom, wealth 
and culture and not:ng it as significant 
of the fact that not only the lowly and 
unlearned, but the lofty and the learned 
as well, have in all ages honored and 
adored the Christ child and have 
brought rich gifts to lay at his feet, the 
speaker drew attention to the wide- 
spread influence of the festival which 
would soon be ushered in and its ob- 
servance by poor as well as rich a] 
over the globe. Announcing as his 
theme. “The Bible Doctrine of the In- 
carnation in Science, Philosophy and 
Song,” the speaker said, in part: “Is the 


trine of the incarnation, one of an- 
tagonism? I admit that that was once 
its attitude and that not so very long 
ago. But now, with the advance of sci- 
encé along certain lines, all this is 
changed. Scientists have these two 
things to say: This man Jesus came 
into this world to found a new human- 
ity, to introduce into the race a dis- 
tinct and hitherto unknown type—it 
would be unscientific, therefore, to be- 
lieve that such a founder could be 
from the primitive type, could be one 
of the links of the long chain of nat- 
ural generations all tainted with the 
evil which has become incorporated in 
a fallen race. Hence there must be 


entirely distinct nature. And now there 
comes, especially from German scien- 
tists, the statement that this new na- 
ture, this distinct type, given in the in- 
carnation of the Son of God, is scien- 
tifically speaking, urider the law of the 
ascent of life, and the individualization 
of higher and higher forms of exist- 
ence; nothing more nor less than the 
culmination of creation. 
“Philosophy says that history cannot 
be understood, logic is utterly over- 
thrown, all premises and conclusions 
must be discarded if we ignore the 
claims of Christianity and its influence 
in molding, all civilized life. It is not 
so much a divine book as the Divine 


tively tells us, that speaks to the world 
today and moves it infinitely more than 
all other influences combined. 

“And now what of poesy and song? 
All the lordliest masters of these arts 
have fallen at the feet of the Babe of 
Bethlehem. And to think that the 
song of the angels mingles with these 
songs of the earth! And with them too 
the melodies that float to us from the 
lips of those who were once with us, 
but who are now singing in the pres- 
ence of the. King.”

T VINCENT METHODIST EPIS- 
COPAL CHURCH yesterday morn- 
ing Rev. Will A. Knighten 
preached from the text, Isaiah, ix, 6: 
“For unto us a child is born, unto us @ 
son is given, and the government shall 
be upon His shoulders, and His name 
shall be called Wonderful Counselor, 
The Mighty God, the Everlasting 
Father, the Prince of Péace,’’ and Luke, 
ii, 11: “For unto us there is born this 
day in the city of David, a Savior, 
which is Christ the Lord.” “It has 
been the custom in all nations to rec- 
ognize the advent of great men, those 
in whom the people have great inter- 
ests. God has woven this custom into 
the prophecy and into the story of the 
birth of His Son. We have read that 
this is the only world where there is 
sin, certainly we have had the only 
Savior, the only son of God come to us. 
We today stand with an air of rever- 
ence at the approach of the anniver- 
sary of this advent. The prophesies of 
His coming were clear. Prophesy is 
God’s writing of history before it 
transpires.

Luke wrote of what Isaiah saw in the 
auspicious day still distant eight cen- 
turies in the flight of time. From the 
very gates of Eden the prophetic finger 
was pointing to Bethlehem and toward 
the Galilean. The wise and the sim- 
ple both bowed by the cot where lay 
the infant Savior of the world, and 
both heard the carols of the multitude 
of heavenly hosts. -. Jesus brought to 
the world all it needed. We have only 
had glimpses of the bounty He brought 
us. Then as His official position, Jesus 
was a king. The world has. never 
loved tyrants, but there is a king that 
brings to man _ individual freedom. 
Those who have enlisted under the ban- 
ner of King Immanuel rejoice in the 
liberty and blessings they have ob- 
tained, for He has brought the highest, 
the best, the most ideal government. 
I place the banner of the cross before 
the banner of the Stars and Stripes. 
Is that patriotism? Our own flag 
stands for the principles enunciated by 
the King of Kings. The Christian be- 
longs to a spiritual kingdom. In their 
realm is found the manhood and wom- 
anhood of all ages.”

In ‘Pilgrim's 
Progress’ we find Passion and Pa- 
tience personified, the one insisting on 
having his way at once, the other 
biding his time, and waiting God’s 
will. We all know what is right and 
wise, and we should do what God’s

“The parable is of easy interpreta- 
tion. In our church life there are two 
eonditicns necessary to success which 
cannot be ignored. We must under- 
stand the age in which we live, and 
we must know how to make a wise use 
of such knowledge. 

“The general diffusiom of knowledge 
is one of the most striking character- 
istics of the closing century. © Time 
was when the parson was the oracle of 
the community. He was the medium of 
communication, a sort of village and 
neighborhood news vendor. He did 
the reading and thinking for his flock. 
Be catechised the chikdren and regu- 
lated domestic affairs. All this is 
changed now. The daily paper. gives 
us the news, and the Sunday-school at- 
tends to the children. But there linger 
men who imagine that it is still the 
function of the pulpit to discuss poli- 
tics, tell men wise as themselves how 
to vote, and meddle with the adminis- 
tration of affairs. It is quite the thing 
for so-called evangelists to come into 
a community of which they know 
nothing and straightway attack the of- 
ficials, arraign the municipality, invade 
the privacy of families and sow the 
seeds of discord among citizens. And 
all this under pretense of meeting the 
requirements of the age! They forget, if 
they ever knew, that the gospel of 
Jesus Christ is the power of God, and 
that the greatest of apostles declared

“Another tremendous factor in the 
economy of the day is fédund in the 
marvelous facilities for intercommuni- 
cation. . And this circumstance taxes 
the pulpit in its legitimate work as 
never before. The affairs of the world 
are focussed in the morning paper, and 
men who go to church have first read 
the papers. This may not be the thing 
to do, but the fact remains the same. 
Howyttfe average incumbent of the pew 
would be startled to hear a plain gospel 
sermon, instead of a rehash of the 
news, and that badly done! Men need 
to be fed on the word of God at least 
one day in seven, and even then the 
voluminous daily usurps all the time 
between sermons. 

“One other thing to be noted is the 


growth of religious and civil liberty.” 


These blessings are traceable to the in- 
fluence of the gospel. It is not by 
lopping off a few noxious branches 
here and there that the tree is made to 
yield good fruit, but by engrafting the 
kind of fruit wanted. Men’s hea 
need to be made right, and the gospel 
alone can make them right. Christ’s 
method deals directly with the inside. 
The kingdom of God is like yeast hid 
in the meal, or a mustard seed buried 
in the ground. Christ works from the 
inside to the outside. 

“Not to know these things is to be 
out of harmony with our environments. 
There is a tendency to grow only on 
one side, whereas the gospel requires 
symmetry; the gospel looks to the 
true development of the whole man, 
and of universal society.” 


Anti-Saloon League. 


HE pulpit of Rev. Mr.: Smither’s 

church on Hope sireet was occu- 

pied last evening by E. E. Allen, 
the newly-elected superintendent of 
the State Anti-Saloon Leugue of South- 
ern California. Mr. Allen said, in 
part: “In neatly all of tne large cities 
of this country. citizens, many of 
them, have felt compelled to form 
‘municipal leagues,’ o: ‘societics for 
better government,’ or “aw and order 
leagues.’ The aim of the Anti-Saloon 
League in this city is to form such a 
league, having for its object not only 
a hceaityy cobperation with the already 
existing society for better govern- 
ment, but the suppression of gambling, 
the cutting down, slicing-off and the 
weakening in every possible way of 
the almost supreme power in politics, 
of the Brewers’ Trust and the liquor 
ring. We do not design tu antagonize 
the police, but to work with them 
as does a similar society in Pittsburgh 
and in Grand Rapids, Mich.; to let 
them know that behind them is an 
organized force whicn will support 
them their enforcsinent of the law. 
Well, we get just what we may ex- 
pect. The official ke2ps his place in 
the only way he can, vy truckling to 
the grog-shop ring. The time to call 
a halt is now. You need not extend 
your investigations farther than to 
read the literature at hand in your 
own library to become convinced that 
the larger a city grows with the po- 
litical power of corrupt forees un- 
checked, the more hopeless is’ the 
chance of reform, and the enaciment 
and enforcement of better laws. New 
York furnishes an illustration, and 
New York has better liquor laws than 
California. Just prior to the last 
election for Mayor in Greater New 
York, Mr. Stead wrote a book ene 
titled ‘Satan’s Invisible World.’ He 
brought to the tasit sreat power anda 
great knowledge. He ead access to 
one of the five copies of the investi- 
gations of the Lexow Committee, and. 


he drew this conclusion; that the 
only hope of the city lay in the 
newspapers. But in the erection, Van 


Wyck and Tammany won in opposte 
tion to ahd under the very flash- 
lights of the New York press. here 
is the hope now? This, right 
home city of Bob Ingersoll. 


“The work of our league is strictly | 


non-partisan and interdenominational. 
We design to bheceme a society of 
business men, going at tne work in a 
businesslike way and meaning busi- 
ness. Not by combating any tem- 
perance work now in the field; not by 
endeavoring to supplant them; not by 
vituperation nor abuse, but by agita- 
tion and the quiet circv:ation of facts 
among the people we shall endeavor 
to arouse them and to outvote the 
bummers at the primaries. ‘If,’ said 
the secretary of the already existing 
society for better government, 
your speaker, last week, 


and Christian voter to the primaries 
you will indeed inaugurate reform 
movement which must result in bet- 
ter government.’ 
“Enforcement of law and better laws 
and better government must spring 
from the people. No law is bad 
enough, but a law which is a dead let- 


ter is worse.”

Source of Hope and Kamins 


EV. G. W. WHITE, D.D., president 

of the University of Southern Cali- 

fornia, preached at Simpson Taber- 
nacle last evening in place cf Mr. 
Hartley, who was ill. Dr. White took 
as his text, John vii: “If any man will- 
eth to do his will he will know whether 
I speak of Him or of myself.’ Some 
have thought they would receive con- 
Stant enjoyment by the prosperity of 
material things, trusting in the God 
who rules over all, but calamity has 
come and swept all away. I think 
it is a reasonable question to consider. 
If there is no one in whcm we may be- 
lieve and find joy and rest then are we 
of.all men most miserable? There shall 
be to those who do His will according 
to the text, rest and joy. We talk a 
great deal about faith, and we have 
it defined as the evidence of things 
seen, the substance of things hoped for. 
There are some things seen upon which 
we can stand or build our hopes. It 
is true we have faith and confidence, 
but it has not been so tested as it will 
be in after years, when we shal! be able 
with full assurance to say: “I know 
in whom I have believed.” It is so all 
along the different avocations of life. 
We know by testing out belief, by trial 
and experience, and when we see some 
results we find our belief established 
and our faith strengthened. We are 
encountering conditions in human life 
today that have never been considered 
by human mind or heart, and there is 
only one sovree to which we can turn 
for hope and comfort, and tha’ is to 
the source of our text. How shall a 
man know but by testing, in prosperity 
and in adversity, in joy and in sorrow, 
only in the experience. ail along the 
journey and struggle of life? We shall 
never be able to judge how God is lead- 
ing us until we gain the eternal 
heights of glory and lock back upon the 
scenes and trials through which we 
have passed. We cannot say, I should 
be happy today; we can control our 
emotions, but we can say every morn- 
ing, I will be true to God; I will be 
true to my convictions of right! We 
can will to do right. We should teach 
our converts, not how well they shall 
abound or how much they shall love, 
but how much they shall hold their will 
true and steadfast to do the will of God. 
Obedience is better than sacrifice, and 
to do God’s will is obedience. What is 
necessary for success is to seek to 
know God’s will, and do it, if it takes 
sacrifice or life itself. When we can 
lay our wills along side of God’s will, 
and not be governed by circumstances 
or condition, we may expect to attain 
unto that perfect divine life which God

ALL ALONG THE LING. 


Some men, when.they have a griev- 
ance, hire a lawyer; others hire’ a 
bruiser. The fellow who hires a 
bruiser is invariably a knave and a 
coward, whose back smarts under the 
whip of justice. 


Returns from reliable sources in the 
interior indicate that the extreme cold 
of Sunday night, on the lowest land 
where oranges are grown, with the 
thermometer exposed to the same con- 
ditions as oranges on the trees, Was 
from 24 to 25 deg. above zero. In. such 
places mercury stood below the freez- 
ing point from 9 o'clock Saturday even- 
ing until 8 Sunday morning, cleven 
hours. This is about 2 deg. colder than 
any preceding night this winter, and 
is about 2 deg. above the frost of De- 
cember, 1895. Under these circum- 
stances, it would be foolish to say that 
no damage has been done to the orange 
crop, and yet, as repeatedly pointed 
out, the damage is limited to low land 
not adapted to orange culture. While 
it is possible that 10 per cent. of the 
oranges of Southern California have 
been affected by the frost to a greater 
or less degree, that is about the per- 
centage of fruit grown on ground con- 
ceded to be unadapted to orange-grow- 
ing. Yet it is not possible to get ac- 
curate information regarding the ef- 
fect of the frost. The official records 
cast little light on the subject, as the 
thermometers of the local observers, as 
of the Weather-Bureau, are under cover 
and are protected from wind, to record 
the temperature of still air, and not 
unfrequently they are affected by heat 
from buildings. As. a result, reports 
to the. Weather Bureau often note the 
presence of frost with the mercury at 
34, 35 and even 36 deg., whereas, there 
can be no frost with ibinpsrature above 
32 deg. A report sent in from one local- 
ity two weeks ago stated the tempera- 
ture. to be 34, though ice a quarter of 
an inch thick formed near the point 
of observation. wo neighboring lo- 
calities, subject to practically the same 
conditions, reported to the press the 
same night records of 25 and 35. The 
latter was official, while the former 
was from an exposed thermometer, For 
governmental purposes, showing the 
relative temperature of many localities, 
it may be valuable to know the temper- 
ature of still air. But for determining 
the possible damege to crops by frost, 


will not be able to know the effect of 
any frost until we have reports from 
thermometers having the same expos- 
ure as fruit on the trees. 


MEXICAN NOTES. 


Bryan at a Distribution of Prizes. 
Copper Mines Sold. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.J 

CITY OF MEXICO, Dec. 19.—William 
J. Bryan attended divine service at 
the Union Evangelical Church and was 
also the suest of President Diaz at 
the distribution of prizes to the Mexi- 
can exhibitors at the Chicago and At- 
lanta expositions. Gen. Diaz and the 
menrbers of the Cabinet arrived at Ala- 
meca in State carriages, escorted by 
cavalry, and the scene was most im- 
posing, it being designed to give eclat 
to so hénorable an occasion for Mexi- 
can industries. Bryan was warmly 
greeted by the President and his min- 
isters. 

The sale of the Inguaran copper 
mines to Rothschild and Mirabeaud of, 
Paris for several million dollars is the 
result of prolonged investigation into 
this. great property, which has been 
long known in this country to be one 
of the great copper deposits on the 
globe. Several parties of experts have 
come over from France to report, and 
all agree on its value and on the enor- 
mous quantity of ore in the mines. 
Messrs. Rothschild and Mirabeaud will 
build two lines of railway, one to con- 
nect with the western branch of the 
Mexican National Railway and the 
other with the west coast, so as to 
have connection with the Pacific Ocean. 
The deal is one of the most important 
ever recorded in the mining history of 
the country, and the mines, under new 
ownership, will be made some of the 
best copper producers in the world. 

Railway earnings continue to show a 
remarkable increase, and the internal 
revenues as well as the customs duties 
are giving the government in excess 
of its actual needs. 

The American Club, which is an im- 
portant social organization, will give 
a reception to Mr. and Mrs. Bryan to- 
morrow night. 


WRONGFULLY CONVICTED. 


Romie Cotelli Said to Have Made 
Confession Under Extortion, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 

AKRON (0O..) Dec. 19.—The lawyers 
of Romie Cotelli, the boy who was sent 
to the penitentiary for life, about a 
year ago, for killing, Alvan Stone, his 
wife-and-hired man, say the boy was 
wrongfully convicted. They assert that 
e confession was extorted from the 
boy by the detectives, who, accord- 
ing to experts, were irresponsible. 

The lawyers say they know the real 
murderer, and have almost enough evi- 
dence to convict him. They promise 
to cause his arresi soon. 


Plunged from an Incline, 


ST. LOUIS, Dec. 19.—While piloting 
a heavy freight train up the Mer- 
chant’s bridge today, an engine of the 
Terminal Railroad Association jumped 
tthe track and plunged to the ground 
below. Fireman A! Pensinger was in- 
Stantly killed; Engineer J. H. MacCul- 
logh was dashed head first through the 
cab window and badly injured, and W. 
H. Cobb, yard agent, had several ribs 
broken, in addition to receiving other 
injuries. Pensinger was. crushed into 
an unrecognizable mass under the en- 
gine. He leaves a widow. 
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social and religious reformations. That 
all men are free and equal and are un- 
restricted by birth or ancestry; that all 
have an equal chance in the race of life 
and on equal value before God—such'a 
doctrine is revolutionary in the ex- 
treme.

Our municipal franchises and 
privileges are committed to their pos- 
sesssion. All of*society is taxed for their 
riches, and their rapacity preys upon 
every purse. Why should the many be 
victimized. for the profit of the few? 
Why should such vandalism be made 
legal and respectable? 

The great problem of capital and 
labor can be odjusted on no other ha- 
sis. The capitalist and the laborer are 
breithren, Their interests ought to be 
Their profits ought to be 
justly distributed. As brethren, in the 
service of one God and a common hu- 
manity, their interests ought to be one. 
There should be no strife-between them. 
There will be none when there is a 
proper application of this great prin- 
ciple. There can be no omeliorations of 
eocial or civil conditions avithout a 
knowledge and appropriation of the 
principles taught by the Lord Jesus 
Christ in His dealings with men. 


FROST PREDICTED. 


ORANGE DISTRICT WARNED OF A 
COLD WAVE LAST NIGHT.

Indications at Midnicht in San Ber- 
nardino and Pomonn Were 
Alarming — Mercury Dropped 
Three Degrees in an Hour. 


Yesterday the forecast official of the 
Weather Bureau at San Francisco 
telegraphed to the weather office ‘in 
this city the prediction of a killing 
frost, probably injurious to citrus fruit 
in Southern California. At 9:30 o’clock 
last night Riverside reported a tem- 
perature of 42 deg., but the thermome- 
ter observed was not exposed in an 
orchard, and the observer said he 
thought it “‘a little high.” 

At 10:30 p.m. San SBernardino re- 
ported 32 deg. and a prediction by the; 
local observer that the mercury would 
fall to 26 at 4 a.m. today. There was 
very little wind, and the danger of a 
frost was imminent. If that repori 
was correct, the report from Riverside 
yore have been an-error of several de- 


A gE from Pomona at 12: 22 a.m. 
said the exposed thermometer regis- 
tered 29 deg. above zero at midnight, 
having dropped: three degrees in an 
hour, and that the indications were 
alarming. 
alarming. 1:30 a.m. the mercary 
was at 28 deg., having. dropped. but 
one degree in an hour and a half. At 
the latter hour it seemed probable nv 
damage would be done, as clouds early 
in the night protected the orchards. 


BRITISH MARKETS. 


Geod Demand for Money—Slight Re- 


lapse in Americans. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


LONDON, Dec. 19.—[By Atlantic Ca- 
ble.] Money was in strong demand last 
weck during the settlement. Between 
£2,000,000 and £3,000,000 sterling wae 
borrowed for bank pay-day alone. 
These borrowings eased the market, 
but in view of the extra Christmas de- 
mands, stiff rates are expected to pre- 
vail for another fortnight. Gold con- 
tinues in strong demand for Germany; 
and, therefore, discount rates are not 
likely to decline. Business on the stock 
exchange dwindled, , but prices were 
fairly maintained, with a_ tendency 
hopeful. In home railway _ securities 
there was an all-round increase on the 
better prospects for the engineering 
difficulties. 

The leading feature of the foreign 
market was a further rise in Argen- 
tines, American railway Shares, after a 
general advance, relapsed slightly on 
the prospects*of dearer money in New 
York hefore the close of the year. Nor- 
folk and Western shares rose 1% p9ints: 
Kirie firsts, 1 point; Lake Shore and 
‘Michigan ‘Southern, 1; Reading firsts, 
1; L. & N. declined 1%; Southern 
Railway preferred, 144; New York Cen- 
tral, 2 points; Central Pacific, %: Ca- 
nedian Pacific and Grand Trunk shares 
both showed substanitial increases on 
the strength of the traffic returns. 


Union Pacific Employees Laid OR. 


CHEYENNE (Wyo.,) Dec. 19.—Notices 
have been posted in the Union Pacific 
shops at Cheyenne and Laramie reduc- 
ing the time of the men employed from 
five to four days a week. and from 
eight hours to seven hours per day 
taking effect immediately. ‘In addition, 
the employés are given a lay off of ten 
days during the holidays. This is equal 
to a reduction of 30 per cent. in wages. 
The reduction is said to be caused by 
a falling off of business on the Union 
Pacific equal to 40 per cent. of the bus!- 
ness done during the summer months.

THE POOR OF LOS ANGELES. 
FIVE HUNDRED FAMILIES DESERVING OF BETTER 
FORTUNE. 


[From a Special Contributor to The Times.| 


He 


Five hundred homes in which there is 


families. deserving of better things, 
where children are hungry and cold, or 
rent is unpaid and the visit of the 
landlord is daily feared. 

That is the estimate made by those 
who keep close watch on the city’s pov- 
erty and want. Most people are so ac- 
customed to thinking of this asa pros- 
perous town, where work is plentiful 
and the climate is kindly and mother 
earth is generous, that they do not 
know and cannot realize how much dire 
need lies hidden behind the roses and 
the gerdens and the big business 
blocks. This estimate of five hundred 
needy families includes no cases of 
charity hunger, none of the 
perennially lazy and forever shiftless, 
who would never earn a dollar, if they 
ceuld avoid jit. The cases referred to 
are all worthy of sympathy and help, 
and are only those who have stumbled 
and been overtaken in the breathless 
race they must constantly run with 
hunger and cold and the _ landlord. 
Among them there is an appalling num- 
ber of families who have been brought 
to the bitterest destitution by the 
drunkenness or the desertion of the 
husband and fether. 

In @ barren-looking cottage down to- 
ward the river, with a big sign ‘For 
Rent” on its front, there is a little 
black-eyed woman, with a baby cling- 
ing to each hand, while she waits for 
the stork to fly again over her desolate 
roof. She and the little ones are clean 
and neat, the children with their hair 
brushed and braided and the rooms are 
tidy. swept and dusted. There are in 
the house three chairs, a table and a 
stove, and a bedstead without any mat- 
tress, and a few quilts. Neighbors 
give her the food which’ Keeps her and 
her children from starvation. Until a 
few weeks ago she had a husband who 
worked when he could get work and 
earned a living—a little precarious, per- 
haps, but still a living—for the little 
family. Then one morning he went 
away, and he has never come back. She 
says that they had had no quarrel, and 
that he had said nothing which would 
indicate dissatisfaction with his home 
or the purpose to leave it. He simply 
vanished, and she has heard nothing 
from him or about him since. And she 
and her babies, as helpless and forlorn, 
all of them, as orphaned birds in a 
nest, sit and look dumbly at the fate 
which has overtaken them. She faces 
the startation which threatens her 
with quiet, sullen, stolid acceptance of 
the inevitable. She sheds no tears and 
has no words of blame for the man 
who abandoned the hostages he had 
riven to fortune. The children play in, 
the sunshine, and the mother sits with 
a look of sullen surrender to fate in 
her black eyes and waits for the stork. 

But—what is to become of them? 


That is one instance of a cause of 
suffering and dire need that is aston- 
ishingly frequent. Men work from day 
to day, week and week out, month after 
month, and year after year, and noth- 


bread and the monthly rent. There is 
sickness, perhaps, and they must buy 
medicines and pay doctors’ bills, and 
they fall behind. Or work is scarce and 
wages are cut down, or the shop is 
closed and they are idle for a week, or 
a month, or more. They grow discour- 
aged and lose their grip,'and presently 
all theig manhood goes down under the 
problem whieh faces them, and they go 
quietly away and never come back. 
Perhaps they join the ever-growing 
army of tramps and secon lose whai- 
ever rags of uprightness and honesty 
and manly courage still hung about 
them. Perhaps they go somewhere else 
and get work, deliberately put behind 
them the family they have deserted 
and marry again. Whatever becomes of 
the men, the wives and the children are 
left destitute and helpless, and the hun- 
ger and cold which come_through no 
fault of their own appeal to the warmed 
and well-fed for heip. And to the or- 


the mother died the father has kept the 
household together and has been to the 
little ones both father and mother. He 
is a laborer in an oil refinery, and he 
has a crippled hand so that he is ham- 
pered in work and clipped in wages. 
but he works hard all day and when he 
goes home at night he cooks supper and 
Washes the dishes and cleans up the 
‘house and fills the lamps and washes 
the children’s clothes and scrubs their 
faces and their hands and puts them 
to bed and rocks the baby to. sleep. 
And he rises before daybreak in the 
morning and gets the breakfast and 
puts up his own lunch and makes the 
children ready for school and sees 
that there is something for them to eat 
at noon, and hurries to his work. And 
on Sundays he makes shift, with the 
help of the nine-year-old daughter, to 
patch the holes in children’s 
clothes and draw together the rents in 
his own. And all this he does with a 
crippled hand. 


tle the heroes are not all dead 
yet. 
But work as hard as he can and 


make each nickel go as far as it will, 
he cannot provide for his little flock all 
that they need. Were it not for the 
Kindness of neighbors there would be 
even less comfort in the little home 
Which he struggles so hard to keep to- 
gether. And Christmas is likely to be 
less happy there than his heroic ef- 
forts deserve that it should be. 

A few months ago ‘there was a happy 
household in this city in which: the 
hard-working father woes robust and 
strong and seemed sure of long and viz- 
orous life. The mother worked hard 
and was economical and kept the house 
tidy and the children neat and clean. 
There were six children and the oldest 
was only 9 years of age. And wages 
are not very high, and it takes a good 
deal to fill eight stomachs end clothe 
eight bodies and keep a roof over their 
heads. And go there was never much 
over after the barest necessities of life 
were bought. But the father belonged 
to two fraternal leagues, and so was 
sure of a tidy sum for the wife and 
children if anything should happen to 
him.. But the hard times came on and 
wages went down, and it cost more to 
live, and there was nota cent left over 
any more after the rent was paid and 
the coal and the flour were bought. 
And he was big and strong and well, 
so what was the use of paying out 
money on his league dues when the 
family needed every cent he could earn. 
So he let his membership lapse in both 
leagues, and in a few weeks he was 
taken with a sudden and violent illness 
and died in four days. 

And now—can you imagine what life 
is like to a woman who has borne six 
children in nine,years, and now must 
support them and take care of them, 
too? She knows what poverty is and 
what despair means. 

Another woman, left a widow with 
three young children, went courag- 
eously to work and did whatever she 
could find to do. She washed and ironed 
and cleaned houses and scrubbed floors 
and kept her little family together, 
with a roof over their headsand enough 
to wear to keep them warm, and 
enough to eat to keep them healthy 
and strong. And all tthe time that she 
was earning their living and her own 
she was keeping her own house clean 
and making end washing and mending 
her children’s clothes. To do it she 
was | at home mornings and 
nights and Sundays, and cheating her- 
self of sleep and sometimes of as much 
to eat ae she needed, so that the little 
ones might have plenty. So she worked 
and sang and was cheerful, and was 
glad that she was strong enough to 
keep her children together and in 
school. And one day, a little while 
ago, she suddenly broke down, with an 
almost complete collapse of all her bod- 
ily strength. Even since she has been 
able to do but little more than drag 
herself about her home. Her brave 
spirit has learned what it is to dread 
tomorrow, knowing that there will be 
nothing for hungry little mouths to

But often these stripped rooms are the 
result of poverty caused by drunken- 
ness. However it is caused, the women 
and the children still suffer, through 
no fault of their own. And whoever 
wishes to know how they are suffer- 
ing now in these very Christmas times 
that should be full of comfort and hap- 
piness,-can look through the stores 
where they have sold their belongings 
and gee to What straits they have been 
reduced. 

One of the causes which adds to the 
suffering in this city is that very cli- 
mate which makes poverty a little lese 
hard to bear than it is where ice and 
snow and zero weather-add their ter- 
rors. Some of those who come here 
hoping to be cured of disease bring 
with them little money. They are al- 
ready so. for on the way toward in- 
evitable death that the end soon comes, 
Then the families are left destitute.

The wife does her best to sup- 
port the family and works early and 
late, washing, sewing, doing whatever 
she can find, at home or away from 
home. And the husband, feeble, spent 
with fever and cough, watches the 
children and cares for them as far as 
his strength will allow, while the wife 
. works. 

These are only a few, a very few, in- 
stances taken at random from the 
long list of the families of the suffer- 
ing poor. In every one of these five 
hundred families there are doubtless 
just the same patient and long suffer- 
ing and heroic struggle and blessed 
effort to help one another as there are 
in those whose condition has been de- 


cribed.

[Delivered by Dr. Frank Crane, preced'ng 
the usual Sunday evening sermon at Trin- 
ity Church, Chicago, Sunday, December 19.] 
These are the days when you are

Books are 
so plentiful and so cheap that it is not 
difficult to suit the taste in any recipi- 
ent or the purse of any giver. As these 
words are said the plain, common peo- 
ple are in the sayer’s mind, for those 
who can afford to buy editions de luxe 
do not care, perhaps, for advice. If, 
however, you have looked at the adver- 
tisements of new books’ until your 
brain reels, if you are utterly at sea 
as to which of the latest volumes to 
purchase, why, don’t purchase any of 
them. Get old books. Remember 
Emerson’s advice that no book is worth 
reading until it is twenty years of age. 
Not only are the dear old classics the 
best, but they are the cheapest. Haw- 
thorne, Dickens, Eliot, Irving and the 
poets are ever fresh. If your friend 
lacks any of these give them the pref- 
erence over. all modern writings. Buy 
books, give books, do all you can to 
encourage the making and. sale of 
books. ‘They are earth’s real aristoc- 
racy, the circle of the living dead, the 
kings of mind. The age must read 
more. and gabble less. 


The death of President McKinley's 
mother has been treated most sweetly 
and courteously by the press of the 
country. Newspapers bitterly opposed 
to the successful politician and his de- 
cided views, have paused in the midst 
of the joust to lay a wreath of sympa- 
thy for the gentle mother and to say a 
word of sincere praise for the dutiful 
son. The whole scene brings to the 
mind such a flood of tender and beau- 
tiful suggestions that it is hard to find 
where to begin to comment upon it. 
Perhaps the best feature of it all is the 
immense silent influence of such an 
event upon the youth of this country. 
It is a strong sermon of manliness and 
tenderness our Chief Magistrate has 
preached to us. vine-tenths of the 
people of America are more interested 
in the dramatic story of the states- 
man’s vigil by his dying mother’s bed, 
in the sacred humanity of their mutual 
love, in her fond pride and his undis- 
guised tears, than in any of his public 
acts. Occurring at the approach of the 
Christmas tide it moves one to look 
away from the wrangles of business 
and politics and to say after the man- 
ner of Tiny Tim: “God bless the 
mother! God bless the son! God 
bless everybody!”’ 


What are the really important ques- 
tions, after all? The tariff? 
lism? Single Tax? Those are all well 
enough to think about when we have 
time. or to write about when we can 
get any one to print it, but the great 
mass of the epople do not live and 
move in the midst of these issues. The 
real questions, the great big questions, 
are of love and home and conscience 
and duty. The enormous problems are 
in the cradle and the school desk, the 
vital issues sweetheart and wife, the 
commanding themes are mother and 
son. These do not parade in the attic 
windows of the mind, but they smile 
and breathe in the living room of the 
heart, It is in them the great world 
is interested far_more than in the af- 
nig of State or the complexities of 
trade.

“Never has the garden held such a 
tumultuous throng as tonight. Men of 
all degrees, position and character 
fought and cursed and struggled like 
madmen to get in front of their fel- 
lolws around the race track. Inside of 
it another mob of excited individuals 
pulled and hauled one another like a 
pack of dogs at their quarry. All be- 
cause @ man had succeeded in riding 
more than 2000 miles on a bicycle in 142 
hours and still lived, and a dozen of 
his fellows had courted insanity and 
innumerable physical ills in chasing 
him for six sleepless nights and days 
and neither common-sense nor the 
strong arm of the law have interfered.” 
It is again the old story of the horse, a 
once noble beast, perfection of animal 
grace and beauty, degraded to become 
the companion of gamblers and rogues,

In 
some of the drinking places this afternoon 
home members might be seen seated in the 
convenient side rooms, or rear rooms, wiih 
heads and arms resting on tables, and dead 
to the world. They could have been robbed 
apparently with great ease, and practically 
with no chance of detection. It is believed 
that the proprietors of most of the saloons 
would not countenance anything of the sort, 
but this does not carry with it that the in- 
ebriated veterans could not be robbed. 

The faction in control of the city govern- 
ment has had plentiful opportunities in which 
to learn of the conditions existing every 
quarters just after the pensions are paia, 
but has done little or nothing to check the 
evil. The indications are, however, that the 
situation will wear itself out, so to speak. 
Among the members of the home a preju- 
dice—not against Santa Monica, but against 
its government—has been growing for 
months, and the effects of this feeling are 
becoming apparent. The opinion is expressed 
by residents who have been observing for 
years that the number of home m-mbers 
bringing their patronage to the Santa Monica 
drinking places is dwindling. The murder 
of a home member at a bawdy house here last

BELIEF THAT SUES CAN PROVE 
HIS INNOCENCE, 


Murdered Man Named Him in His 
Ravings, but Sues is Believed 
to Have Left Phoenix Before the 
Murder, 


SAN BERNARDINO, Dec. 19.—[Regular 

Correspondence.] Bernard Sues, who was ar- 
rested Friday on a warrant from Phoenix, 
Ariz., charging him with the murder of a 
man named Lynch, started for that city Sun- 
day morning in the custody of Deputy Sheriff 
Boyd. 
- Boyd arrived in San Bernardino Saturday 
night. The local officers are convinced that 
Sues‘is innocent of the crime, and that it will 
be easy for him to prove an alibi, Deputy 
Sheriff Boyd says that Lynch, before he died, 
stated that Sues had shot him, but the officer 
admits that little dependence is to be placed 
on what the wounded man said, as’ he was 
and talking incoherently most. of the 
ime. 

Lynch either shot himself or was shot last 

onday morning, Sues claims to’ have left 
Phoenix on his bicycle early Sunday morning, 
riding to Maricopa and spending’ the day 
and night there, leaving on the west-bound 
overland Monday morning for San Bernar- 
dino. The statement of the railroad. com- 
pany’s agent at Maricopa will, it is thought, 
prove that Sues was many miles from Phoe- 
nix at the time the shooting occurred. 

Sues came to San Bernardino several 
months ago from Santa Monica, where he 
worked during the summer, and has been 
conducting a modest upholstery business here. 
He is a native of Vienna, but came to the 
United States some years and is a nat- 
uralized citizen. He has a wife and a six- 
year-old son. He says everything has gone 
wrong-with him during the past year. Last 
week he succeeded in getting the promise of 
a place in the Santat Fé shops, and the 
following day was arrested for killing a man, 
who, he alleges, was alive and well the last 
time he saw him. Officer Boyd stated before 
leaving that if Sues’s story is substantiated 
at Phoenix, he will be released at once.

How Nye and Field Took Part in 
James Whitcomb Riley’s Benefit. 


Washington Post:] In the winter of 
1985 the Indianapolis friends of James 
Whitcomb Riley tendered him a compli- 
mentary benefit, upon which occasion 
Bill Nye and Eugene Field offered 
their services, and in conjunction with 
‘a number of local celebrities the oc- 
casion proved to be the great social 
event of the season. The Grand Opera- 
house was crowded to the doors. Nye 
occupied the stage and prefaced his 
lecture by humorously referring to his 
friend Eugene Field, whom he desig- 
nated as an “educated Bohemian from 
Chicago in search of a job.” His re- 
marks were greeted with generous ap- 
plause, and after the usual interlude, 
Field made his appearance and the 
audience again went wild with enthus!t- 
asm. 

He did not present a very imposing 
appearance. He was thin and tall—not

NO MORE REDUCTIONS FROM ONE 
DOLLAR. 


OU Producers’ Trastecs Declare for 
That Price at the Wells—Review 
of Local Development—East-Side 
Exploiters Find More Water. 


The week just closed has witnessed 
some improvement in the tone of the 
market. The block’ sales made by the 
Oil Producers’ Trustees greatly relieved 
the situation by clearing the field of an 
unwieldy surplus and putting several 
thousand dollars into the pockets of 
struggling producers. The sales were 
nade at figures below the price fixed 
by the compact, but the consensus of 
opinion among the producers is that the 
trustees acted wisely in making the 
sales at that time. There is a grow- 
ing belief among producers that the 
slippery places have now been passed, 
and that the market can be handled 
in future at $1 per barrel without great 
effort. In fact, so strong had this feel- 
ing become that early last week the 
Oil Producers’ Trustees formally 
adopted a resolution embodying the 
declaration that no oil in future would 
be sold by the compact for less than 
$1 per barrel at the wells. 

W. A. Lamb has been elected a mem- 
ber of the Oil Producers’ Trustees, to 
succeed W. P. Book, resigned. Dr. 
Lamb is highly spoken of in the field, 
and is satisfactory to all interests in- 
volved, 

Mr. Strasburg, secretary and general 
manager of the Oil Producers’ Trus- 
tees, says éverything is moving along 
without friction at headquarters, and 
that the volume of business is steadily 
increasing. The first of the two large 
iron tanks to be erected is completed 
with the exception of the cover, the 
exterior surface of which will be con- 
structed of a mixture of gravel and 
asphaltum, making it fireproof and dur- 
able. The material for the second tank 
have arrived from Pittsburgh,and is be- 
ing unloalded at the storage site near 
the junction of Alhambra avenue and 
Bloom street. Work of erecting this 
tank will begin the first part of this 
week. The combined storage capacity 
of these tanks is 66.700 barrels. 

There is nothing of an encouraging 
nature to report this week from East 
Side exploitation, Water has been un- 
covered upon the Moulton tract, and it 
is feared is of such volume as to lead 
to the ultimate abandonment of that 
territory. Water has also been uncov- 
ered at the site of Wilkinson’s opera- 
tions on New Main street. Some oil 
was uncovered at this site at a depth 
of about eight hundred feet, but the in- 
flow of water.is of such.volume as to 
creatly impede, if not make impractica- 
ble, the ‘recovery of the oil. The sit- 
uation is discouraging. 

The west end of the eastern exten- 
sion is now the seat of much activity 
in oil development. Drilling operations 
have progressed within 200 feet of the 
Alpine-street school. and promise to be 
separated from that public institution 
by only the width of the street within 
a few days. 

G. H. Blaisley has erected a derrick 
and put in the drilling machinery on 
the west side of Ramona avenue, near 
the intersection of New Depot street, 
and will begin drilling operations the 
first of this week. If oil is uncovered 
in paying quantities, two or three wells 
will*be drilled by him in this locality. 

Parker & Frick are still prosecuting 
the development of their oil lots in 
the above locality. They expect to 
drill five or six wells before suspending 
development in this territory. 

A Guiteau well is being drilled in the 
rear of the lots just across the street 
north of the Alpine-street Public School. 
He expects to drill two or three wells 
at this site. 

Carl & Baker have erected a derrick 
at the site for well No. 2, in the ahove 
locality. The Rex Oil Company is a 
close neighbor, so close in fact that 
the derricks of these two developers 
almost touch each other. Each ex- 
ploiter is making preparations to drill 
several wells in this vicinity. 

Proudfit & Craig are making satisfac- 
tory progress at their new site in the 
rear of the lots at the southeast corner 
of Ramona avenue and College street. 

The Rommel Oil Company 
erected another derrick at its site for 
four or five wells on the west side of 
Pearl street, 100 feet north of New 
Depot street. Two large tanks have 
been erected upon the grounds and a 
pumping plant is being put in. 

Drilling operations are in progress at 
the American Crude Oil Company’s 
new site, a few feet north from the 
Rommel site. The Off Oil Company is 
erecting a derrick about twenty feet 
north from the American's site. Wells 
are being drilled thick and fast upon 
these thirty-foot lots. In the rear of 
this property the Off company is being 
as closely squeezed by a new site of the 
Bradford ©O:1 Company as it is uneom- 
pinching the American peo- 
ple. . 

Proudtit & Craig are just eempleting 
a well in the rear of the lot immedi- 
ately across the street, and are having 
a sump hole excavated in the front 
af the lot for well No. 2. 

Fletcher & Daggett's new well in the 


‘rear of the lot at the mortheast corner 


of Pearl and College streets is ready 
for pumping operations. A new tank 
is being erected. A derrick now stands 
at the site for well No. 2°. Drilling 
operations will soon hegin. : 

The Pennsylvania Oi] Company will 
soon reach the tubing stage in wel 
No. 3 of its development on the south 
side of College street. between Adohe 
and Pearl streets. Considerable work 
is being done in this section of the 
eastern extension. Tubbs & Evans aro 
drilling two wells a few feet further 
south, on the north side of New Ds- 
pot street. The Rex Oil Company 
also has several wells in process of 
development in this territory. The 
formation fs broken, being streaked 
with oil sand and eeohe below a 
depth of 800 feet. All of this work 
is near the southern edge of the oi} 
strata, but so far little difficulty has 
been experienced from water: The 
wells that are being pumped in this 
locality are more than average pro- 
ducers. 

Three or four drilling ries are in 
operation southeast of the junction 
of Bernardé and Yale streets. Rrook- 
ins & Akins’s well, No. 7, of their 
eastern development has reached a 
depth of 650 feet, and will soon he 
ready for the tubing. Of] sand lies 
at a depth of about seven hundrea 
and fifty feet in this section of ‘the 
field, and is moderately rich in 
petroleum. R. J.:Tarbell ts having 
a new well drilled near by, and a 
derrick has been erected a few feet 
distant at the Joyce site for well No. 
§. The Pasadena and Pacific Railway 


Company's five - wells of their east 
end development are but a few feet 
distant.
